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DETAILED ACTION 



This action is responsive to Applicant's filing of an amendment and arguments on 7/25/2007. 
These have been entered into the electronic file of record. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 17-36 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Firstly, the rejection of claims 17-36 under 35 USC 1 12, 2 nd paragraph, is withdrawn. 
The Examiner had rejected the independent claims 17 and 32 as being incomplete for omitting 
essential elements or steps. The present amendments to the claims fill in the missing elements 
(the crucial fact that the protocol is presented to users and voted at the time of communications.) 

The claims were previously so broad that the Examiner was able to reject many of the 
claims with the article "Comparison of Wireless Standards-Setting" by Tan, dated 09/2001 even 
though the article clearly is far from what the Applicant considers to be the invention. That 
article mentions that members of an industry association voted to adopt wireless standards. 
Since the previous version of the claims did not associate a communication parameter selection 
process with a present communication, the Examiner was able to reject a number of the claims as 
being anticipated by this seemingly unrelated art. 

In view of the Applicant's amendments, this art is no longer applicable. 
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Elsewhere, the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest defining parameters used for 
transmitting data between a plurality of users in a communication network, involving all of the 
elements or steps as conveyed in claims 17 and 32. 

Various art, such as Helm et al. (US 5,719,871) and Roden, III (US 6,801 ,95 1) shows 
computerized Voting' where communication parameters are automatically selected based on the 
needs of different devices. Such art differs from what is claimed however because there is a lack 
of involvement of users. In the claimed invention, users play a critical role in selection of 
parameters.
